The other fact is, that tlio distance from 
Wellington to San Francisco is Beven 
hundred miles shorter than to Panama. 
There is another advantage to bo derived 
from such a change of tbe route. Tahiti 
lies exactly in the course, two thousand 
two hundred miles from Wellington, ready 
to form a most easy coaling place, and a 
very pleasant half-way hatting station. 
The only objection that could bo brought 
against the chargej!.so far as ho could see, 
was that the United States might fi.x so 
high a charge on postal transit as to 
make the sixpenny rate between the 
colonies and .
